THE OFFICIAL reason given for 
de Gaulle’s resignation was said to 
be his refusal to- accept a 20 per 
cent cut in military expenditures 
|demanded by the left-wing parties. 
| Fundamentally, the resignation 
was based on a much deeper fight 
between De Gaulle and the Left- 
Wing organizations over their ef- 
forts to reduce the post of president 
to a secondary role in the proposed 
new constititution for the Fourth 
Republic.

(CP)—Development of atomic en- 
ergy presents a new challenge to 
the Christian church, M, J. Cold- 
well, CCF leader, said here last 
night. 

IN AN ADDRESS prepared for 
delivery at the evening service at 
St. John’s Anglican Cathedral, Mr. 
Coldwell spoke of the international 
effect of successful atomic research. 

“Following as it does the cruel- 
est and most terrible conflict in 
history, it compels us to consider 
whether those who profess and call 
themselves Christians can exert 
that influence of peace, goodwill 
and human brotherhood which lie 
at the roots of Christian philos- 
ophy,” he said, 

IT WAS ESSENTIAL that use of 
atomic power for peaceful means 
should be planned on an interna- 
tional scale by an international 
authority. 

“Whether we consider the prob- 
lem from the military or the indus- 
trial viewpoint, we are forced to 
the conclusion that the system of 
absolute sovereign states has, in 
fact, become largely obsolete,” he 
said. “Government at the interna- 
tional level has become for man- 
kind not a remote possibility but 
an immediate problem.” 

THE RELEASE of atomic en- 
ergy had changed the whole inter- 
national picture from that which 
existed when at the San Francisco 
security conference smaller powers 
had been asked to put their trust 
in the three great powers—Britain, 
the United States and Russia. 

“The application of atomic energy 
to projectiles of every kind has put 
an end to the security of the three 
great powers”, Mr. Coldwell said. 
“Even the greatest of them might 
be knocked out by a sudden secret 
attack from a secondary power. 

“. « « Our generation has the ob- 
ligation of conquering war or of 
being destroyed, but we have also 
the opportunity of utilizing the new 
power for the building of a brighter 
and a better world than mankind 
has ever known.

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Just In Case 


No statement was issued saying what 
had been done at the meeting of the joint 
American-Canadian Defence Board at 
Quebec. None was to be expected. Defence 
is one subject which cannot be publicized 
in detail, To announce decisions and plans 
would be to make these of no value—save 
40 a potential enemy. 

The meeting of the Board implies such 
an enemy. It carries no specific implica- 
tion as to who the enemy might some time 
prove to be. But there would be no pur- 
pose in maintaining such a body unless 
defence was conceivably necessary, and 
defence is never necessary unless an 
attack is made or threatened. 

No country has cause to take umbrage 
because these two are considering what 
measures they should take in common or 
in co-related action in the event that one 
or other should some day be attacked or 
threatened. All this means is that these 
countries are taking forethought as to 
their own security should the international 
effort to preserve peace break down. 

All countries will do likewise as a mat- 
ter of course. For much the same reason 
that a private citizen, while trusting to 
the vigilance and efficiency of the police 
force, locks his doors at night. 


Moral Controls Needed 


Even while the courts were imposing 
heavier sentences to break up the crime 
“wave”, eight bank robberies were carried 
out in Montreal within two weeks. The 
city’s chief of police proposes that his men 
be armed with sub-machine guns, and a 
drive is on to apprehend the owners of 
unregistered fire-arms. A _ psychiatrist 
blames the current lawlessness there on 
the lack of parental and society control 
of youth during wartime. 

Whether or not that is the explanation, 
there seem to be no geographic limits to 
the crime-trend. It is common across Can- 
ada, and throughout the United States. 
The continental lapse suggests a continent- 
wide cause, which may well be the relax- 
ing of these family and community influ- 
ences, which normally are strong factors 
in maintaining good citizenship. 

That these moral forces were relaxed 
under war conditions is certain, and it is 


a reasonable. assumption that this ac- 


counts in large measure for the present 
“wave” of lawlessness which is sweeping 
Jarge numbers of boys and young men 
into the ways of crime. 

The moral is obvious. Parents, and the 
community at large, must take a hand in 
restoring respect for law in the minds of 
the younger generation. The police and the 
courts can’t do it without this backing and 
co-operation, 


Federal Money for Subways 


Toronto voters, in the proportion of 
ten to one, approved the plans of the 
‘Transportation Commission to build cross- 
town “tubes” under Yonge street and 
Queen street. The cost is estimated at 
about $50,000,000, 

Approval by the voters was rather a 
foregone conclusion, since the city will bear 
only a minor share of the outlay. The 
Transportation Commission and the Do- 
minion treasury are expected to supply the 
bulk of the money, the Commission from 
surplus earnings and the Dominion as an 
employment-creating expenditure. 

The subway system will be the first in 
Canada, Visitors will agree that something 
ought to be done to ease traffic conditions 
in Toronto's down town area, Putting the 
cross-town street railway lines under 
ground will undoubtedly help. 

Montreal perhaps excepted, there are 
not many cities in Canada which are likely 
to want subway systems in the near future. 
But that is not to say there are not many 
cities where subways are wanted and 
needed—to carry streets under or over 
railway lines and eliminate dangerous level 
crossings. 

Every considerable centre in Canada 
has danger points of this.kind which should 
be made safe by “separating the grades”. 
Edmonton has several where subways are 
needed in the interests of safety as much 
as traffic on Toronto streets is in need of 
easement, 

If the federal treasury is to supply a 
good share of the cost of Toronto's sub- 
way system, it should deal with corre- 
sponding liberality with other cities which 
desire to construct subways in order to re- 
duce hazards at railway crossings. 


Trout Bring Tourists 


The Fisheries Board is to investigate 
the possibilities of developing the fishery 
resources of the Dominion, mention being 
made of the Skeena and Fraser rivers, 
Great Slave Lake, and Arctic waters. This 
does not of course more than indicate the 
broad scope on which the board is to plan 
its operations, The white fish resources of 
numerous western lakes will, it may be 
supposed, come in for attention, since fish-

The End of Farben 


The Farben Industries, Germany's 
greatest monopoly, is well along in the 
process of liquidation, according to the 
head of the economic division of the United 
States occupation authority. As the head- 
quarters of the organization are within 
the American zone, the responsibility for 
dealing with it lay with these officials. The 
statement given out is that 21 of the 42 
major plants have been destroyed or 
listed for reparations, that the firm’s 
cartel connections have been broken, and 
that eleven of the directors are in jail. 

If this meant only that a German mon- 
opoly is being dissolved, the outside world 
would have relatively little cause to be 
interested. But Farben was much more 
than that. By cartel agreements it dictated 


"prices, controlled supplies, allotted exclu- 


sive selling areas, in other countries, Its 
subsidiaries and allies operated interna- 
tionally to throttle competition in chem- 
icals and related commodities, doled out 
supplies, thwarted enterprise, and ex- 
ploited consumers, 

A rake-off from these outside opera- 
tions drained back to Germany and helped 
to build up Hitler's financial war reserves. 
That the organization operated also as an 
influential spreader of Nazi sympathy has 
been claimed. 

The liquidation of this commercial 
octopus is therefore a matter of real and 
practical concern to people abroad. The 
cartel system broken up, many lines of 
industry outside Germany will be freed 
from strangling and left to develop on a 
basis of wholesome competition. 


A wave of food riots has broken across 
Italy. It would have occurred long ago but 
for the presence of Allied troops, the free 
spending of their allowance money, and 
the distribution of relief supplies. This 
postponed but could not prevent the econ- 
omic reaction from Mussolini’s policy of 
isolation and aggression. He squandered 
the country’s wealth and destroyed the for- 
eign commerce without which destitution 
was inevitable.

The bankers and financiers of 
New York have begun a campaign 
to make New York the centre of 
the world's money-power. 

They tried it after the first world 
war. For years the dollar supersed- 
ed the pound sterling as the lead- 
ing international currency. But 
after the slump and collapse of 
1931, the dollar abdicated and the 
pound aterling, unbacked by gold, 
became the chief world currency 
again. It took the form of sterling 
treasury bills. These financed trade 
over a great part of the earth. The 
equivalent of twenty billion dollars’ 
worth of them is in use today. 

Now, the United States financial 
leaders are pressing President Tru- 
man to demand that in giving effect 
to the Bretton Woods monetary 
agreement, not only the interna- 
tlonal fund set up under that pact 
but also the international bank it- 
self should have headquarters is 
New York, 

The argument is that since the 
great investment houses are in that 
city, the bank and fund ought also 
to be there, because the bank will 
dea] in investment loans eventu- 
ally to be sold by underwriters. 

President Truman is also advised 
|to select the United States gover- 
nors and directors from the person- 
nel of the Federal Reserve Board 
or from that of the Export-Import 
bank, Obviously the money-power

The game failed to produce the 
fireworks:the crowd had anticipat- 
ed from the feud between the two 
clubs—a feud that brought numer- 
ous injuries and penalties to play- 
ers on both sides in their last two 
meeting, both won by New York 
by 3-2 scores.

Aircraft Down 
In Far North 


A two-day acrial search of the 
rugged terrain to the north of 
Lesser Slave Lake finished late 
Sunday afternoon with the finding 
of pilot Dave Dyck and his twin- 
engined, ski-equipped Dragonfly bi- 
plane, missing for five days, ac- 
cording to a telegraphed message 
received Sunday evening from 
Faust on the south shore of the 
Lesser Slave by Art Bell of Asso- 
ciated Airways. 

THE TELEGRAM DID not say 
where, or by whom the aircraft, 
missing since Tuesday last, had 
been found but an intensive search 
had been carried on for two days 
by three planes from the Edmon- 
ton airfield, two of them piloted 
by members of the Edmonton Fly- 
ing club, Jack Ross and Tom Fox, 
and the third, an Associated Air- 
ways craft piloted by Ray Corry 
and Bob Hunter. 

Dyck left og his northern flight 
from Faust Tuesday, intending to 
go to Peerless Lake, 100 miles away 
to pick up a load of whitefish and 
return. Weather was fair when he 
left, although there were indica- 
tions that there might be rougher 
skies to the north. Since there is

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drove all of Europe and the world 
into the frenzied madness of mod- 
ern war. 

AND WHEN WE have proved all 
these things we will have not done 
one thing towards the prevention of 
future wars. When we have de- 
stroyed the German High Command 
and those power-inspired Japanese 
who led their peoples out onto the 
broad, but hazardous paths of 
world conquest, we will not be one 
iota nearer to eternal peace. 
For Hitler, Mussolini, and Tojo 
and all their followers were but the 
surface symptoms of something 
that goes far deeper. They are the 
outward appearances of an inner 
disease. ‘They are but the coated 


tongues of nations which suffered 
from stomach trouble. 

Killing them will not remove the 
causes of future wars any more 
than scraping the coating off a 
tongue will cure the upset stomach. 
So long as the stomach remains 
upset another coating will replace 
the one you scrape away. Just so 
other men will replace the leaders 
we are hanging and shooting today 
unless we remove the inner, under- 
lying causes, 

IF WE LOOK BACK through 
history, if we examine the history 
of this century alone, we will find 
that no nation peopled by happy 
citizens ever started a war. No na- 
tion peopled by happy and pros- 
perous citizens could even be made 
to believe that there was any dang- 
er of war—until war suddenly ar- 
rived. 

Hitler, Mussolini and Tojo were 
swept into positions of power by 
unhappy, discontented people. They 
were supported by slaves, by 
people who were slaves of their 
own poverty, misery and starva- 
tion, And they kept themselves in 
power, and increased their power, 
by promising those slaves some- 
thing better than they had ever 
known. Hitler promised the Ger- 
man people that they would be 
masters of the world and would 
have the rest of the world’s 
peoples for their slaves, Mussolini | 
made the same promise to his 
people. Tojo made the same prom- 
ise to the Japanese. 

YET THAT PROMISE was 50 
ridiculous, so criminal, so devoid 
of humanity that only people who 
were blinded by their own misery 
could have believed it. Hitler would 
have been laughed at in the United 
States, Mussolini would have been 
ignored in Canada, and Tojo would 
have been laughed to scorn in 
Britain, Because in these three 
countries the great majority of the 
people were happy, comfortable, 
well-fed, able to think with the 
clear logic which is given only to 
well-nourished brains. 

TO HAVE PEACE we must first 
of all have the willingness to pay 
the price of peace, Then we must 
pay it. We must be willing to sink 
some of our own self-interest and 
national welfare in order to lift the 
standard of living in other coun- 
tries. We must be willing to go 
without, if necessary, to insure that 
the peoples of other lands have as 
much to eat, as much to wear, as| 
much to look forward to, equality 
of opportunity with us, We must 
do whatever is necessary to see that

Plans Studied 
At University 


A primary topic for some time 
among university students has been 


that of a suitable choice for a uni- 
versity war memorial. Briefs have

On Friday last, members of the 
Canadian Universities Returned 
Men’s Association took a ballot to 
find out the preference of that large 
campus group, Scholarships as a 
war memorial choice ranked first, 
with a fairly close count for the 
gymnasium.
